New York, October 23.—The man who 
popped up into view above the gunwale of 
the steamer Brittanic when a small steam- 
boat load of reporters and others cheered and 
made music alongside was so much like what 
Oscar Wilde used to be that several observers 
said itwas he. The man for whom they 
were performing this service was Henry Ir- 
vying, the dramatic rage of London. His 
company had preceded him, and his imme- 
diate companions on shipboard were Ellen 
Terry anda dog. Miss Terry is his leading 
actress. The brute is an_ inseparable 
pet. Miss Terry at ence followed him into 
view, and proved the prettier of the two 
though the artificial aids to her natu- 
ral good looks did not bear 
daylight as well as they doubt- 
less do footlight. There was aclambering from 
the steamer to the yacht, rather an interesting 


achievement, owing to the rolling of the ves- 
sels, and especially so in the case of Miss 
Terry, the only woman concerned in the 
transfer. She isa thin creature, with mobile, 
pretty teatures, glorious eyes, and an artifi- 
cial hued complexion and hair. 

IRVING'S APPEARANCE, 

On a close view Irving was a great improve- 
ment upon Wilde. He is rather a curious 
figure, and yet nothing was peculiar to be 
found below his face. His lo. * legs were 
too thin for fashionably-tight trow rs,andhe 
did not expose them to that trial, . at wore 
ordinary gray cassimere over them loosely. 
His coat was an unpretentious sack, and his 
turned-down shirt collar was scarcely so wide 
as to extend beyond the common-place of a 
man who merely disregarded current styles of 
dress. It was his head that was not ordinary. 
The top of it, about six feet above his soles, 
had the wide projection of a soft felt hat brim, 
of the Buffalo Bill fashion; but when he took 
off his covering all suggestion of the border 
scout was gone.: Although his bair was 
long and parted in the middle, there 
was nothing effeminate in the 
general effect. After considerable noise by 
brass band and cannon, the interview took 
place. However stilted or grotesque he may 
appear on the stage, there was nothing of the 
sort in his deportment here. His eonversa- 
tion was devoid of affectation. He was 
neither lofty nor patronizing, and his accent 
was so good that he might have been taken 
fora well-educated American. He elucidated 
some of his theories of dramatic art, inciden- 
tally belittled Boucicault and praised Booth; 
complimented Americans generally, and de- 
clared his abhorrence of the system of ticket 
specu'ation by which the New York public is 
to be compelled to pay treble prices to see him. 
He declared that he had squelched ali-such 
tricks at his London theater, and didn’t wish 
to be blamed for the praetices of the manage- 
mentin New York. 


Miss Terry charmed the patoy. Her disem- 
barkation was intently watchid, and it prov- 
ed satisfagtory. She had séme bewitching 
trouble with ber skirts in climbingto the gun- 
wale. She clung with surpassing grace to Mr. 
Florence, who steadied her over the plank, 
and finally she sprang\4othe yaeht’s deck 
with a laugh. Then she perched herself jaun- 
tily‘on acapstan and announced that she 
wished to be interviewed. She talked vivacious- 
ly, but nething that she said would be worth 
printing, unless accompanied by cuts show- 
ing her succession of smiles, pouts, liftings of 
the brows, and varied quizzical expressions. 
Irving declared that she was a beautiful 
actress, and his praise was sustained by her 
efforts there to be charming. He and she 
went from the wharf to the Brevoort house, 
and Irving is not to become a guest of Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt, as reported, except fora 
dinner, and he denies that he has brought a 
full length mirror of exceptional truth and 
clearness by which to rehearse his poses.

Newark, N. J., October 23.—Never in the 
history of Newark beve parents pf children in 
this city been so excited as they now are over 
the horrible revelations brought to the sur- 
face by the arrest of Gamaliel D. Sleeper, en- 
gineer in the Peters-Calhoun factory, on a 
charge of enticing children into his engine- 
room and assaulting them. An alley runs 
from the German-English school, on Green 
street’ to the enginervom, and during recess 
the girls have been in the habit of frequent- 
ing the engiueroom., It was 
through the illness of several of the 
pupiis that the crimes were discovered. Phy- 
sicians contirmed the report..ond later the lit- 
tle ones confessed to the. parents how they 
had been treated. Three fathers had Sleeper 
arrested, and yesterday afternoon he was con- 
fined in a cell at the First Precinct police 
station. Toward midnight it was reported 
that sixteen children, ranging in age from 
six tofourteen years, had been found victims. 
Indignant.fathers and brothesr were in the 

lice court-room when the villian was 
euaskt in, ard stalwart policemen and be- 
sotted prisoners sypathized with them. Sleep- 
er, who earnestly maintains bis innocence, 
and who has heretofore borne a good reputa- 
tion, held his head down as he walked into 
the court-room with a policeman. He did 
not look at the spectators. He is- tall and 
slender, has brown hair and a sandy mus- 
tache, and his blue eyes are iarge and uneasy. 
His face is pale. Six months ago he was mar- 
ried. Three complaints were made against 
him by school girls, one of whom a bright girl 
of 12 years, described to Judge Ricord in a very 
clear manner how the crime was committed. 
‘*‘My innocent little girl has been severely in- 
jured,”’ said one sorrowing mother. ‘This 
thing is a hard blow at the public schools, for 
parents will be atraid to trust their little girls 
iat | from home. It is because parents fear 
publicity that human wolves have pursued 
their prey heretofore with impunity; but 
now the people are resolved that punishment 
shall be meted out tothe guiity.’”’ The en- 
tire community is shocked to the center, for 
this most horrible crime has struck at the 
heart of the home circles. 
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CARPENTSR’'S WICKED CRIME. 


The Appearance of the Prisoner in Jail—Burial of . 


the Murdered Gir, 

Lincoxn, Ill., October 22.—The arrest of Or- 
rin Carpenter, Saturday, on a warrant sworn 
out ona criminal complaint, charging him 
with the murder of Zora Burns, continues to 
be the topic of Lincoln. A visit was made 
to the jail and = an effort made 
to see Carpenter, but he positively 
refused to talk to any one. From his attend- 
ants it was learned that he passed a restless 
night, sleeping only three hours toward morn- 
ing. He eats nothing and speaks to no one. 
His favorite position is to sit with his head in 


his hand and gaze listlessly on the stone floor. 
He chews tobacco incessantly and trembles in 
every limb. He looks bad and is a sad spec- 
tacle. 

‘“Carpenter,’’ said Mr. Forrest, ‘‘well re- 
members a trial for abortion in our county 
wherein a young man only escaped convic- 
tion tor committing the offense for want of 
proof to the effect that money was paid over 
for the crime.’’ The idea has gained a foot- 
hold, claims Mr. Forrest, that Carpenter saw 
ruin stare him in the face whichever way he 
turned, and the deep sense of guilt with 
which he believed the community would re- 
gard him, and goaded by the girl’s threats of 
exposing him, he struck her with the loaded 
carriage whip, and afterward finished his 
work by cutting her throat. 

ZORA BURNS AT REST. 

VANDALIA, October 23.—The last sad scene 
of the tragedy in the lane of the 
killing of Zora Burns at Lincoln was witness- 
ed this afternoon when the'mortal remains of 
the poor girl were placed beside those of her 
mother and five sisters in the burying ground 
near St. Elmo. VPeople trom a distance 
of fifteen or twenty miles around came 
some through mere curiosity, to see the dead 
girl. The poor step-mother, who seemed to 
have loved the child with the same tender 
feelings of an own mother, broke almost com- 
pletely down under the trying ordeal, and 
gave expression to her feeling in loud sots 
that she could not control. The chief 
mourner present and most conspicuous, 
rendered so by his being engaged to 
marry Zora, and who has been so wrongfully 
accused of being implicated inthe murder, 
was Thomas Dukes. The young man has an 
honest-looking face, which plainly denotes 
that his love for his betrothed was pure and 
undefiled. Before starting to the grave the 
face-plate of the coffin was removed, exposing 
to view the emaciated and somewhat dis- 
colored face of the dead. girl in 
all its ghastliness. The lips were 
separated, revealing the upper front row of 
pearly white teeth, and the eyes were sunk- 
en. A bunch of flowers at the throat hid 
from sight the sickening gashes, and a small 
bit of coat-plaster covered the spot on the 
forehead, the result of a blow from some 
blunt instrument. The apparel of the de- 
ceased was of snowy whiteness and tastefully 
arranged, The casket was of the latest patern 
and trimmed with silver mountings. The 
coffin being placed in a hearse was slowly 
driven to the city of the dead tollowed bya 
solemn procession of severai hundred people, 
and amid sobs and tears the body of poor 
Zora Burns was laid in its final resting place. 


OLITICAL DEVSBLOPMENTS. 


A Law and Order Club in St. Loulsa-The Clyvil Righ ts 
Question tn fexus. 

St. Louris, October 25.—The most promi- 
nent citizens of St. Louis, irrespective of 
party, met in secret counsel last night atthe 
St. Louis club. A law and order league was 
organized on the plan of the Philadelphia 
citizens committee of one hundred. 

An emergency fund of $30,000 was raised, 
and the annual assessment was fixed at $25. 
The object of the league isto secure good 
local government to fight corruption and po- 
litical rings, and especially the gambling 
ring. The action of the citizens was the re- 
sult of [the exposures by the Post'Dispatch in 
publishing the testimony taken before the 
late grand jury in relation to corrupt politics 
and the gambling ring. 

(JuEBEC, October 25.—The Marquisof Lands- 
downe has just been sworn in with consider- 
able pomp. The ceremony passed over with- 
out casualty of any kind, The enthusiasm of 
the populace was very great. The governor 
general laned about 10o0’clock, and drove 
direct to the department buildings, escorted 
by his military staff. The programme ar- 
ranged was strictly adhered vo. 

GALvEsTON, October 23.—A special dispatch 
from Austin says, Vice President Hoxie, of 
the International! railway, has written to Goy- 
ernor Ireland that business will not justify 
the ruuning of separate coaches to accommo- 
date negroes under the recent civil rights 
decision. Hesays we can now make the 
colored men take the seats we desire. The 
governor replied that the difficulty involved 
the peace of society. Thereis but one remedy 
and that is to provide coaches for each color. 
He sincerely regrets that the road will not do 
what seems reasonable, and whatother trunk 
lines in Texas have done. 

New Organs, Octoder}'23.—In accordance 
with the arrangements made by the confer- 
ence committee the faction of the democratic 
State court met to-day, the Fitzpatrick 
branch haying agreed toa reorganization on 
the majority basis. When the Fitzpatrick 
delegates entered, they were loudly 
cheered. Fitzparrick seconded the motion 
of James 8B. Eustis for chairman, and 

was . elected, receiving forty-seven 
th ™»»eing no other candidates. 
understood that the democratic 

state nominating convention will be called 
to meet at Baton Rouge December 15. 

Boston, October 23.—Registration ciosed 
here tonight. As nearly as can be learned, 
without obtaining the actural count, the 
totals foot up 64,700, the largest registration 
ever recorded here. In 1880, the presidential 
year, it reached 58,000, and last year was only 
90,000, 
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GLIDDSN'S FAILURE, 


An Ohio Iron Heuse Short in its Settlements Over 
#300,000. 

CLEVELAND, October 23,—To-day’s sensation 
in business circles is the failure of John N, 
Glidden, secretary of the Republic Iron com- 
pany. Late yesterday the company filed a 
claim ggainst him for upward of one hundred 
and tefl theusand dollars, on which he con- 
fessed judgment as secretary. The company 
holds his stock, the market value of which is 
about a quarter of a million, but it is under- 
stood that considerable of this 
is pledged for other debts, and the 
questions of privdity of claims are likely 
to arise. Glidden says his failure is solely attrib- 
utable toa shrinkage of values in legitimate 
iron business. His indebtedness to the com- 
pany is for ore purchased for his own account 
and sold to other parties, and for transporta- 
tion. He says in a yearand a half he has lost 
over $300,000 from this cause. He will calla 
meeting of his creditors and ask an extension 
of time. Glidden’s embarrassment will not 
affect the Republic iron company, the capital 


stock of which $2,000,000. The company. owns 


valuable mining property. Nor will it affect 
the firm of Glidden & Maning, which does a 
strictly commission business and has no debts. 
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FGDERRAL TOPICS. 


The Questien of Granulated HKice—Dishonest Attor 
neys Suspended. 

WASHINGTON, October 23.—Upon the recom- 
mendation of the commissioner of pensions 
the secretary of the interior -has ordered the 
suspension of the following attorneys: J. R. 
Cilley, of Rockland, Me.; Francis Reyestin, 
Philadelphia; William H. Druen, Philadel- 

hia; Milo B. Stevens & Co., Cleveland, Wash- 
ington, Detroit and Chicago; William H, 
Weils & Co., Washington; James H. Russell 
& Co., Trenton, N. J. The commissioner re- 
commended that some of the above named 
persons be disbarred, but the secretary sus- 
pended them in order to allow them an 
opportunity to make reapplication. 

The question of duty on granulated rice has 
again been raised in the treasury department 
by a petition filed by Mr. Charles E, Miller, of 
New York, counsel for the American plan- 
ters. He asks that the duty to be charged on 
granujated rice and all forms of broken rice 
shall be the same as that imposed by law on 
whole rice. No further decision in the case 
will probably be made until the,importers 
shall have been given a full opportunity to be

MonTGoMERY, October 23.—A daring rob- 
bery was reported to-day in this commufity 
which, for its boldness and the circumstancés 
surrounding it, stands almost unprecedented. 
A horse trader, whose name is George Car- 
penter, from or near Harrisburg, Ky., about 
thirty years old, arrived here some six 
weeks ago, with about 20 ~head 
of stock; which he stopped at 
the Exchange livery stables of Thomas J. 
Calhoun. He became quite familiar with 
Calhoun andthe employes of the stable. He 
had closed out yesterday the few remaining 
head of his stock ready to depart, but went 
on a spree last night and became intoxicated. 
He seems to have recovered, however, from 
the effects of Captain Dexter, for this after- 
noon, about two o’clock, while Mr. Calhoun 
and William Rivers, his assistant, were home 
at dinner, Carpenter walked into the office 
of the livery stab’: caly the colored employ- 
ees being about .1@ stable, and went straight 
to work at the office desk, which lock, how- 
ever, he could not open. The iron burglar 
proof safe was only closed, not locked. He 
easily opened the door,-and forced open one 
of the private locked drawers = re- 
served for Rivers’s exclusive use 
and stole from it all the money 
he could tind, about $400. Frank and Charley, 
two colored employes of Calhoun, noticing 
from the stable the suspicious movemenis ot 
Carpenter in the office, about the desk and 
safe, allowed him to continue while one went 
for Rivers. The other;watched Carpenter. 
Rives being apprised, soon put in his appear- 
ance, and found Carpenter stooping at the 
safe. Perceiving RiversgCarpenter got up, 
making out that he wanted to open the ward- 
robe to getacoat. Rivers, meantime, taking 
in the situation, opened his drawer, took out 
and pointed his revolver at Carpenter, told 
him quietly, ‘‘You have got to give it up,” 
whereupon Carpenter seeing escape lmpossi- 
ble; being surrounded replied: ‘Yes, 
[ bave sot if, .and. bere it is.”

A Fatal Train Runsef!—Two Keasted Bodies Discovs 
ered. 

ANNAPOLIS, October 23.—The charred re- 
inains of Miss Lizzie Watkins and Mr. Charles 
Legg, who were burned here vesterday, were 
found this morning. From the position of 
the remains Mr. Legg had reached his aunt 
in the third story, and was on his way out of 
the house with her, when they were over- 
come by the smoke or the fire. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., October 23.—An 
plosion occurred this afternoon in J. H. 
Smitli’s fireworks factory at Kingston. Nine 
girls were at work, five of whom purned to 
death. The other four were so seriously in- 
jured that they cannot recover. The cause 
of the accident is as yet unknown. 

St. Louis, October 23.—On the Louisville 
and Nashville road, about six miles from 
East St. Louis to-day a passenger train struck 
a broken rail, and the engineer, feeling the 
shock, put on breaks. All the coaches passed 
over in safety except the last two, which were 
both crowded. They tipped over and were 
dragged a short distance when the coupling 
broke. The injured number 37, of whom ten 
are badly hurt, and only one, Mr. J. B. An- 
thony,of Providence,R. I.,very seriously, and 
there are strong hopes of his recovery. He 
is manager of the Household .machine com- 
pany, at Providence. There were about sixty 
passengers in the overturned coaches. 
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THE WORLD ABROAD. 


Meeting of the French Chhnmbera—Conviction of Jews 
for burning a *ynagogue. 

Paris, October 23.—The- Figaro states that 
{ngland has sent a note to: France complain- 
ing of the prolonged occupation of Tamatave, 
Madagascar, to the injury of commercial in- 
tesests. 

La Viand, who was the author of the report 
printed in the Figaro of the 17th instant, that 
the French sailors massacred the natives at 
Hue, aiter they had ceased resistance, has 
been removed from active service and recalled 
to France. His narrative is officially described 
as erroneous and calculated to bring the 
French army and navy into disrepute. 

RENEWED EARTHQUAKES. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, October 23.—Three shocks 
of earthquake were felt to-day at Tiebesme, 
on the island of Chios. Great alarm was 
caused butno damage was done. Another 
severe shock was felt at Smyrna, at 9p. m. 
The telegraph office was damaged but no- 
body was killed. 

THE SPANISH ARMY. 

Maprip, October 23.—Thne cabinet has re- 
soiyed to summon the cortes to meet on De- 
cetiber1, A royal decree has been- sued 
providing that henceforth general o'licers 
shall ho!d staff appointments for only 3 years. 
The enforcement of this decree will involve 
the resignation of one captain-general, seven 
lieutenant-generals, five field marshals, and 
forty brigadiers. This is the first step ina 
new scheme fora reform of the army. 

FLOODING THE MINES. 

BARNSLEY, England, October 23. — The 
W harncliffe-Carleton colliery is being flooded 
to extinguish the fire. This action will 
throw 800 persons out of employmenf. No 
lives were lost, although several persons were 
injured hy the second explosion reported yes- 
terday. 

THE FRENCH CHAMBERS. 

Paris, October 23.—The senate and chamber 
of deputies met to-day. Inthe chamber of 
deputies M. Tirard, minister of finance, intro- 
duced his draft of a budget, though it had 
been rejected by the budget court of the 
chamber. Both houses adjourned after a 
short session. 

The tone in which affairs were discussed in 
the lobbies of the chamber of deputies to-day 
tended to.shuw that a desire prevails to avoid 
acabinet crisis. At the meeting of the budget 
committee M. Tirard positively declared that 
he would never agree to a reduction of the 
sum set apart yeariy for the redemption of 
the national! debt. Rouvier, 
who yas elected reporter of 
the committee, then urged expediency of the 
proposed reduction in order to obtain the bal- 
ance of the budget. The reduction was agreed 
to by a vote of 16 to10, Ata meeting of the 
royalist deputies, Duc de Bessacia presiding, 
it was Unanimously agreed to remain stead- 
fastly united, and to ‘issue an appeal to the 
adherents of the party to remain devoted to 
the cause, 

AN ADVANCE REFUSED. 

Lonpon, October 23.—At a meeting of the 
Yorkshire colliery owners at Sheffield to-day, 
it resolved to refuse the advance of 15 per 
cent in wages demanded by the miners. 

JEWS FOUND GUILTY. 

Beruin, October 23.—After a trial which 
caused much excitement, two Jews have been 
convicted at Caslin, Pomerania, of setting 
fire to a synagogue in order to obtain the in- 
surance thereon. They were each sentenced 
to four years’ imprisonment. A number of 
others who were implicated were convicted 
and sentenced to shorter terms of imprison- 
ment. The crime was originally attributed 
to the Christians. 

AN IRISH BLACK LIST. 

DusuLin, October 25.—A new circular, con- 
taining the biack list of the’ jurors in the 
Phenix park murder trials, and in the case 
of the men tried forthe attempt to murder 
Juror Dennis Field, was mailed to thousands 
of inhabitants of this city yesterday. 

CHOLERA IN EGYPT. 

ALEXANDRIA, October 23.—The cholera in 
the Arab village near here is increasing. 
Four more deaths have occurred.

COURT.

Hall, J.—1. We will notinterfere with the 
verdict of a jury where there is evidence to 
sustain it, when the judge who tried the 
case is satistied with it, un- 
less there has been some misapprehension of 
their duty made manifest to us, orit appears 
that some right has been denied the defend- 
ant, or unless improper bias or prejudice on 
their part is evident. But the strength of the 
present case is much weakened by the char- 
ter of the evidence; and it appears that this 
trial has not developed the whole truth. The 
nearest witnesses to the scene of the 
homicide were not introduced by 
the state. I'he pistol used by the de- 
ceased was not introduced or accounted for, al- 
though the shots fired by the respective par- 
ties were in controversy. The defendant did 
not seek a meeting with the deceased and his 
party. These and the other facts show the 
unsatisfactory nature of the case. Starkie on 
Evidence, 846; Burr., 2485. 

2. Dying declarations constitute one of the 
exceptions to the rule which rejects hearsay 
evidence. Their admission is founded on the 
necessity of the case and the reason that 
being made in view of impend 
ing death and judgment when 
the hope of life is extinct and the retribu- 
tions of eternity are at hand, they stand 
upon the same plane of solemnity as state- 
ments made under oath. These declarations 
are admissible only when made by a person 
in the article of death who is conscious of his 
condition, and then only in cases of proscu- 
tions for homicide, and forthe sole purpose 
of showing the cause of death and the person 
who committed the act. Great caution is nec- 
essary not only in the admission, but in the 
use of thiskind of testimony. ‘The acts often 
occur under circumstances of confusion and 
surprise, calculated to prevent accurate 
observation; the consequences of the vio- 
lence may occasion an injury tothe mind, 
and an indistinctness of memory as to the 
transaction; the deceased may have stated 
his conclusions,which may be wrong; he may 
have omitted important particulars ; 
he may give a partial account; 
or his passions may not have subsided; he is 
to cross examination; and such 
declarations as he makes are apt to have great 
weight with juries. 11 Ga., 374, 37 Code, 
section 3781; Roscoe’s Crim. Ev., 36:4C. & 
r., 544: 10g A he, Bi OCS UF... ae a US 
1,10. & P. (32 B.C. lL.) 196: 1 Phill, on 
Ev. 251: 2 Lewin C. @., 147: 7 C. & P., 187. 

(a.) Thecase at bar falis short of the re- 
quirements necessary to make dying declara- 
tions available. The injury from which the 
deceased was sullering was such as to deprive 
him of consziousness that he was wounded: 
it required much eftort to convince him of 
the fact; as he was borne away from the 
scene of contlict, he charged one of those who 
were assisting him with having inflicted the 
injury; it appears that at no time after the 
injury was he in such a condition as to be 
able to give an intelligent account of the 
transaction, or to enter into any details of 
the circumstances attending it. The oniy 
witness by whom the declarations were 
proved had been a workman under the de- 
ceased; was warmly attached to him; took an 
active part in the prosecution, and contribut- 
ed to pay counsel who assisted the solicitor- 
general; his testimony showed the doubtful 
condition of the mind of the deceased when 
the declarations were made, and indicated 
that such declarations were drawn out of him 
by the repeated questions of the witness; 
the statements were vague and uncertain. 
It would have been safer to have excluded 
such declarations. 35 Vt., 378; Whar. Crim. 
Ev. 27 299, 300. 

(b.) The court must judge of the prelim- 
inary evidencein the first instance. If he 
deems it prima facie sufficient, he should 
admit the declarations, instructing the jury 
afterwards to pass finally for themselves on the 
question, whether or not the declarations 
were conscious utterances in the apprehen- 
sion and immediate prospect of death. The 
admissibility and competency of the evi- 
dence is for the judge to decide. 62 Ga., 58, 
59; 11 Id., 353, 354, 376, 377; ShId., 286, 237. 

(c). The preliminary investigation took 
piace in presence of the jury. The judge, in 
admitting the declarations, stated that he 
would instruct the jury as to their weight; 
but in charging on the subject, he instructed 
them that if the deceased knew who killed 
him and was conscious of the fact that he 
was wounded and would die from the wound, 
they should consider the statement as though 
it had been given on the ttrial un- 
der oath. No allusion was made 
to any of the other numerous circumstances 
stated above as essential in determining the 
we ight and effect of such evidence. 

3. That prior toa homicide two messages 
were brought by little boys to the defendant 
purporting to come from the deceased,to the 
effect that the defendant should come tothe 
place of deceased, that ‘they were ready for 
him,’’-was inadmissible, the messengers not 
being introduced and no effort being made to 
find them. 56 Ga., 465, 467. 

(a). Statements and conversations between 
others in defendant’s absence, distinct from 
any conversations shown by the defense,and 
of which the defendant was not notified, 
were inadmissible; statements concocted in 
advance ass part of a_ projected 
scheme of crime cannot be introduced by the 
party making them in hisown behalf; though 
they may be proved by the opposite party to 
show premeditation and preparation. W har- 
ton Cr. Ev., 7 268 and cit.; 5 Ga., 152. 

(b). Where awitnessed reached the scene 
of a conflict in a very few minutes after the 
deceased fell, and assisted in bearing him 
away, and when they had gone about thirty 
or forty steps the wounded man asked the 
witness, ‘‘What did you Shoot me tor?’’—the 
whole transaction not occupying more than 
five minutes—such facts were a part of the 
res gestae. 

(c). The practice prescribing the order in 
whicn testimony shall be introduced is for 
the convenience of the court, and may be 
modified as he deems proper for the advance- 
ment of theends of justice. Rule 60 Super:or 
Court, Code, p. 15054. 

4. To lay the foundation for admitting the 
testimony of a deqpased witness, i®must have 
been given on a former trial upon substanti- 
ally the same issues, and between substanti- 
ally the same parties; then any one who 
heard itand who professes to remember thej 
substance of the entire testimony as to the 
particular matter about which be was called 
to testify, is a competent witness for this pur- 
pose. 61 Ga, 444, 448;64Id., 492, 493; Code, 
43782. 

(a.) A substantial and not a literal compli- 
ance with these conditions is all that is re- 
quired. Where a witness testified that he 
remembered “the substance of the material 
part of, her (the deceased- witness) 
testimon# affecting the case, but 
couldn’t say that he remem- 
bered the entire substance of ali she said,’’ 
he was a competent witness and his testimony 
was admissible. 27 Ga., 527, 528. 

(b.) At most, the competency of the wit-

5. Where the deceased and other members 
of his family had acted in concert in a series 
of aggressionsextending through several days, 
and acts and threats on their part had been 
communicated tothe prisoner and done in 
his presence, other like acts and threats 
on the part of one of the 
persons so acting with the deceased were ad- 
missible to explain the prisoner’s conduct 
and account for the motive with which he 
ultimately acted, although these special acts 
and declarations were not communicated to 
the prisoner and were not in the presence of 
the deceased. 0 Ga., 35. 

6. A party hasa right to makea thorough 
and sifting cross examination of the witness- 
es called against him. Wherever the pur-

| pose is to impeach or discredit the witness, 


great latitude should be ailowed by the court 
in cross examinations. Such appears to have 
been the purpose here, but to have avowed it 
would have defeated the. object in view.

7. The court should have charged the 
jury as requested, that “if they had 
a reasonable doubt as to whether Ben Mitch- 
ell (the defendant) acted, when hes hot under 
the circumstances calculated 10 excite the 
fears of a reasonable man, or whether he felt 
at the time he shot, and had reason to féel 
from the circumstances, that it was necessary 
to shoot to save his own life, limb or person.”

Jackson, ©. J.—1. The system of bringing 

before the Supremré’ Court for review the 

judgments of a chancellor granting injunc- 
tions, by what are called ‘‘fast’’ bills of excep- 
tions, is different from the ordinary system 
of excepting to final judgments. Expedition 
is of the essence of the former, and they are 
not governed by the ordinary rules controll- 
ing the latter as to entering on the docket of 
this court, the time of hearing and the like. 

And the acts of 1870, 1877 regu’ating 

practice in ordinary cases do not apply to 

these extraordinary cases; save that by the 
act of 1880 provision is made in regard to 
these cases in the event of the death of the 

presiding judge. Code 22 3213; 3215 (a), 4272 

(d) to 4272 (g); 60 Ga 315; 62 Id., 209; 63 Id., 

308; 66 Id. 244, 353; Code 4273 
(a). By @ 3215 of the code it is provided 

that in cases of injunction the 

bill of exceptions must be ten- 
dered and signed within twenty days from 
the decision, that the opposite party must be 
served within fifteen days from the signing, 
that within fifteen days thereafter the clerk 
shall make outa transcript of the record and 
transmit thesame immediately to theSupreme 

Court if then in session, and if not in session 

them to the very next session. Where the 

record and bill of exceptions in such. a case 
were not transmitted within fifteen days from 
the service, the case must be dismissed. 

2. One of the counsel for plaintiff in error 
obtained the record and bill of exceptions 
from the clerk of the Supreme Court, as the 
latter thought, for the preparation of his 
case; the attorney delivered the bill of ex- 
ceptions to plainciff in error, who carried it 
to a printing house and delivered i: to the 
printer, inorder to have certain portions of 
it printed as an abstract; the printer divided 
the billof exceptions into numerous parts, 
and distributed it among various typogra- 
phers; in order to indicate certain parts 
which were not to be printed, the printer 
drew lines across those portions with a blue 
pencil. When counsel for defendant in error 
desired the papers, the clerk called upon 
counsel for plaintiff in error for them; the 
bill of exceptions was put together and re- 
turned; one sheet appeared to have been sau- 
tilated, butit did not appear how this oc: 
curred; the bill of exceptions had upon it 
the printer’s marks; but it had not been oth- 
erwise altered than as stated. These facts ap- 
peared from atfiidavits, together with a dis- 
claimer of any intention to vivlate any rule 
of this court: 

Held, that the writ of error must he dis- 
missed. It is the duty of the court to pre- 
serve the puri:y of its practice and the sanc- 
tity of its records. This is of more conse- 
quence than the private interests of any man 
orany numberof men. It cannot be done 
if the records (in the language of Judge War- 
ner) areallowed ‘‘to be hawked about” at the 
will of any party to any cause. 

(a.) It may be true that the Supreme Court 
of the United States has its records printed, 
and that opinions of this court, after termina- 
tion of the case, and acts of the legislature, are 
printed from the originals; but in each case 
it is done under supervision of a legally au- 
thorized custodian of those papers, and under 
proper safeguards as to their security. 

(b ) This court will not impute intentional 
wrong to counsel or his client in this case, 
and therefore will not go further than to dis- 
miss the case. 

(c.) The rule of court forbidding records to 
be taken from the clerk’s office without leave 
of court will hereafter be enforced,

On account of the sim- 
ilarity of the names, the report was circulated that 
Prof. Joe Camp, of this place, had been shot and 
many of his friends believed it. But he is not the 
man.

Eagie and Phenix mill No.2. Yesterday was pay 
day and she drew $4.20 as her earnings for two 
weeks. While en route home, and just as she was 
crossing the branch near the railroad track, 
was attacked by two men who told her if she 
screamed they would killher. They rebbed her of 
the $4.2u and then took her to the river, tied a hand- 
kerchief over her eyes and threw her in just below 
the railroad bridge and left her, no doubt thinking 
that she would be drowned. The water was very 
shallow, however, and the frightened child 
managed toreach the bank again in safety. She 
proceeded on her way homeward, and a wet and 
pitiful looking object, she reached the house, and 
amid sobs and tears told the occurrence to Mrs, 
Phelps. Several gentlemen were notified and an 
investigation proved that she had stated the facts. 
The tracks of the two men from the place where 
they first attacked the child to the river bank were 
plainly visible, and there were signs on the bank 
which showed that the girl had resisted when they 
threw herinto the river. There were also finger 
prints on her neck, showing that she had been 
choked,and bruises on her hand where they had 
forced her togive up the money. The two men 
were tracked to the wagon bridge and itis sup- 
posed that they, crossed over into this city. The 
good people of Brownesville are so indignant that 
several of them have agreed to pay a reward of $25 
dollars for the capture of the scoundrels who per- 
petrated the crime. It was certainly done by some 
one who knew that it was pay day at the factory 
and had been watching the little girl. Wecannot 
remember when we have been called upon to 
chronicle a more outrageous crime, the perpetrators 
of which not only robbed a poor little orphan, but 
attempted to murder her. Nothing should be leit 
undone in the effort to capture the villains and 
bring them to justice. No community should 

rest satisfied with such dangerous and unscrupu- 
lous characters at large in its midst.

Mr. Adams appropriately de- 
clared that one of the saddest things of modern 
history wasa tendency among some to scott ator 
view asa contemptuous jest the word of God, and 
taxing as his text the words, ‘‘God created man in 
His own image,’’ he builded his discourse, answer- 
ed effectually theevil or unsound impressions left 
by a man more notorious than devoutin the service 
of the most high, and earnestly told his people that 
whatever investigation was made, the truth of the 
bible was only made more luminous, and showed 
that though the heavens fade and the stars be 
blotted out, not one jot or tittle of God's 
word would ever fail. Mr. Adams held that the 
story of the creation must be regarded by every 
one, Mr. Beecher included, either asa myth, an al- 
legory ora historical statement. If the first, the 
Pentateuch and the Bible are untrue and must be 
blotted out.

THE NAVAL STORES MEN, 
Special to The Constitution 

SAVANNAH, October 23.—The following rec- 
ommendations were adopted by a large meet- 
ing of naval stores factories last evening for 
the betterment of the trade. 

1. That no new boxes be cut than are nec- 
essary to fill existing contracts for timber al- 
ready leased, but that the work of the year be 
confined princially to old boxes, and that 
round pines be held back for future use. If 
this be done any over production 
will be checked and the almost 
fatal depression with which the 
present season seems to be closing, will be 
dissipated and the business next year will be 
active and healthy. If more new boxes are 
cut than are necessary to complete existing 
contracts, even to a moderate excess, it will 
be impossible to overcome the excess of sup- 
ply over demand, and the year 1884 wilydrag 
along unprofitably to all concerned, and 
ruinously to those who have no surplus Ccapi- 
tal to rely upon. 

2. We recommend a reduction of wages to 
1 cent for cutting boxes, $16 per 
month for chipping and 25 cents 
per Found barrel for chipping atthe outside. 
It isthe common experience of turpentine 
operators that the extravagant wages paid 
last year, viz: 1'2 cent to1%4 cents for cut- 
ting boxes, five to six dollars per week for 
chipping, etc, have demoralized the laborer 
and have rendered it possible for him to sup- 
port himself by working half his time, devot- 
ing the remainder of his time to idleness and 
vice, thus reducing his value as a laborer and 
entailing annoyance and loss upon the em- 
ployer. With wages cut down to the limits 
proposed by us, the laborers will secure fair 
reasonable rates, andthe producers will be 
sure of permanent, reliable labor.

endente lite were sued out out and served, 

oth by levy and garnishment. A large 

amount of property in this state is held by 
this defendant as trustee for his wife and 
children. From time time, both 
before and since the creavion 
of complainants’ debt, the de- 
fendant has mingled his individual funds 
with the trust estate in such manner that it 
is not easy to separate the two funds. Since 
the commencement of the common law suits 
and attachments, he has caused shares of 
stock ot which he was the owner to be trans- 
ferred to the trust estate. All of this has 
been done with a fraudulent intent to defeat 
the claims of complainants. Apart from this 
the defendant is insolvent, owning no prop- 
erty that is not soincumbered. The common 
law udgments have so far proved fruitless. 
The bill is filed in aid of them, to ascertain 
the defendant’s interest in the property, re- 
move the cloud that overhangs the title and 
bring it to sale for the payment of his debts, 
disincumbered so that it may bring something 
like its fair value: 

Held, that there was equity in the bill. 
Courts will favor the rights of creditors, and 
afford them every remedy and facility to de- 
tect, defeat and annul any effort to defraud 
them ofiheirjustrights. 3 Kelly, 449;7 Aila.,

Editor Dana’s standing announcement that 
the republican party must go seems to ex- 
press notonly the prevailing sentiment of 
the country, but the belief and desire ofa 
large number of men who have heretofore 
acted with the republican party.

1. In October, 1872, when a deputy under E. A, 
Hayes, Duson pursued and arrested J. L. Reeves 
in Texas, who had murdered T. J. Sloane and his 
father, Arthur Sloane, in the southwestern portion 
of this parish. : 

2. On the 14th of August, )875, ecting asa deputy 
United States marshal, with two other deputies, he 
traced the two Guillory brothers,who bad murdered 
‘oung man in this parish, to Catahoula parish. In 

pling toarrest them aterrible ‘ight ensued, 
in which eight shots were fired, three by the Guil- 
lorys and five by Duson and posse, resulting in the 
death of both of the Guillorys. These men nad 
defied the law for some time, and had shot two 
men for accompanying Dusou on two former occa: 
sions in seeking for them. 

1. On the i4th of August, 1875, accompanicd by one 
he captured Louis Rousse vho had 
murdered young Brigniac at Ville Platte.) uorth of 
the Canadian river, in the Creek nation. There 
being a dual government at that time in the Indian 
Perritory—the “Downing rerty and Thompson 
party’’—and being unable to procure the assistance 
of an United States mash. Duson made the 
arrest on his own hook, and = subsequently 
made the followirg return to Governor 
Kellogg: ‘‘Not being able to procure the aid of 
the Indian authorities I proceeded vi et armis to 
execute the requisition myselt.’’ Rousseau was 
brought back to St. Landry, tried and convicted of 
murder, and under wariantof Governor Nicholl 
was hung by Duson on the &th of June, 1377. 

4. On the 10th of August, 1875, a requisition was 
placed in Duson’s hands tor the apprehension of 
one Thomas Sloane, charged with rape on a girl 
ten years ofage. Sloane had fled to Texas imme- 
diately after the commission of the crime. Duson 
pursued him for twenty-nine days through central 
Texas to southwest Texas.and then up to San Saba, 
Texas, where he caught him anc returned with 
him to St. Landry. 

5. In October, 1879, Captain Sam Haas, of Chicot, 
had two fine horses stolen from his stables. Duson 
and Haas pursued the two thieves for fifteen days 
and captured them both in Bonham, Texas. One 
of these;men wes a Texas murderer.and indictedjin 
Arkansas for mail robbery. The other had just 
been tried in Rapides parish forthe murder of a 
negro. 

6. In March, 1880, a requisition was issued for the 
arrest of one John Sonnier, who hid been indicted 
for murder in St. Landry and Czelcasien, and had 
been a fugitive since July, 1871. Many fruitless ef- 
forts had been made to capiure him,and he was 
regarded asoneofthemest wilyand davgerous 
men thatever lived in sonthwestern Louisiana, 
Through ailigent and persistantinquiry Duson fi- 
nally learned that he wasin Brazoria county,Texas, 
He started for fonnier to cavture him dead or alive. 
In company with Sheriff Noble and Deputy Sheriff 
Faut, of Harris county, Texas, he traced him to 
the convict camp, where Sonnier was guarding pris- 
oners under the name of Miller. He was only cap- 
tured alive by grappling with him before he could 
use his arms. Sonnierisnow serving a-life sentence 
in the penitentiary at Baton Rouge. 

7. In Mareh, 1881, a requisition was isued by 
Governor MecEnery on the governor of Illinois for 
one Jobn Fahey, who in February, i881, had mur- 
dered and robbed his fellow workman on the Payne 
plantation, in this parish. Dusen, with his usual 
detective skill, had traced out Fahey’s whereabouts, 
and armed with the proper papers went for his man 
and captured him. Fahey is rving @ live 
sentence in the Louisiana penitentiary, 

8. In Aprii, 1881, Governor McE: 
quisition for the arrest of one Rett Clark, charged 
with murder. Within fifteen days Duson had Clark 
isoner at Fort Gra in norihwestern Texas, 
aud he was brought back to answer the Charge, 

%. Thelast, but not least, important arrest made 
by our champion sheriff was that of Lane and 
Brown, for the murder of old man Nealy, on the 
Payne plantation, a few days ago, iu which a terri- 
bie fight ensued, Duson killing Lane in a hand-to- 
hand conflict and Brown being wounded in the 
righthand. Thedetails of this severe rencontre 
are stiil fresh in the minds of your readers.

Dr. Benedict, 
of southern Ohio, offered a resolution that 
the house of bishops concurring the sessions 
of the convention continue for the purpose 
of considering the report of the joint com- 
mittee on the book of common prayer, 
as long as there shall be a 
quorum of both houses, or until \the 


sideration of the report shall have been coni- 
pleted. Mr. Minor of Connecticut, said it

” Was a question whether the deputies should 


remain here three or four weeks longer, or 
whether the consideration should be closed 
now. He was opposed to making a single 
change in the prayer book. Objection being 
made the resolution was placed on the 
calendar. Mr. Milis of northern New Jersey, 
thought the subject of the prayer book could 
be concluded at this session. He offered a 
resolution that the general convention ad- 
journ Friday, October 26th. At his request 
was referred to the committee on 
finished business. Rey. Dr. MecVickor 
of Pennsylvania, from the committee on 
place of meeting of the next general conven- 
tion, reported that there was a lack of cordial- 
ity in the invitations from large cities. The 
question of expense is a very serious one. If 
the expenses could be more equally divided, 
the difficulty might be avoided. He oftered 
aresolution that the whole subject of the

Before 1860 there 
‘were nearly 1,000,000 of professed Christians 
among the colored people of the south. The 
ethodist and Baptist have done glorious 
ork, and while we do so little we ought not 
decry the work of others. In the Episco- 
church there are to-day in the south but 
iighty candidates and postulants to take up 
e work.

Lake Shore 2% to 974%. The sharp rise in Michigan 
Central was due sataninaiite to the shorts, who, be- 
coming frightened at the scarcity of stocks, sought 
to cover and rushed the price upon themselves. The 
rise in Michigan Central natur*lly stimulated the 
demand for the other Vanderbilts, thus accounting 
for the improvement in Lake Shore,New York Cen- 
tral, Canada Southern. The general market opened 
irregular but advanced. Oregon and Transconti- 
nental sold up 24% per cent to 4544; Northern Pacilic 
1% to 28; Northern Pacific preferred 2% to 61; 
Western Union 1'4 to 7644; Eriel to 29; St. Paul %% 
to 9544; Central Pacifie 14 to 64; Louisville and 
Nashville 124 to48%: Missourl Pacific 1 to 92%, and 
the other active stocks };, to 74 percent. A reaction 
of % toi percént in the general market and 2 in 
Oregon and Transcontinental took place near noon.
